2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-4, 8-10, and 12 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US Pat App. Pub 2003/0224993 (Land 
et al.) 04 December 2003 (04. 122003). 

Land et al. teach a method of reducing the amount of active a6b4 integral in cancer cells in a patient by the administration of a 
therapeutic agent targeted to a6b4 that kills the cancer cells, see para. 0023, 0312-0340, claims 1-16, 24-40, 64-66. Land et al teach 
administering the agents to humans in compositions suitable for human adnnnistration, see para 0261-0262, and 0340. Land et al teach 
that the anti- a6b4 integrin therapeutic agent is an antibody, para 0049-0078. Land et al teach that the anti-a6b4 integrin therapeutic 
agent is an antisense oligonucleotide, see para 0048, 0097-0100, claims 27 and 29. Land etal. teach treating breast, prostate, and 
cervical cancer cells in vivo, see para 0329 and 0340. Land et al. teach administering the ErbB2 inhibitor Herceptin with the anti- a6b4 
integrin therapeutic agent, see para. 03 13-03 14; Land et al. teach that the anti- a6b4 integrin therapeutic agents are used in the 
preparation of pharmaceutical compositions, see para 0255, 0256, and 0282-030Z 

Claims 1 and 3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Dajee et aL Nature. February 2003. Vol 421, 
pages 639-643. 

Dajee et al teach a method of inhibition of tumorigenesis in a mouse tumor model in cells expressing a6M integrin by treating 
with antibodies to a6b4 integrin, see p 640, right column, and Fig. 4C and 4D. 

Claims 1-12 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
